Real Estate 


Summer's come 
and gone in Surf 
Pines.

If you see a hunter within our 
gates, please give me a call regardless of the time of 
day. The second problem is we have had several 

ire slashing and things missing from unlocked cars in 
he past two weeks. These incidents occurred on both 
Manion Drive and Ocean Drive. If you should see 
anything or anyone unusual please give me a call day 
or night. | have added extra night runs to my schedule 
but could sure use your help with this. There have also 
been reports of several house break-ins in the area, 
though not here in Surf Pines. Please lock your cars at 
night and remove valuables. Lock your doors and 
windows when you are away and watch out for your 
neighbors. We all need to be vigilant. 





As always this time of year we would like to remind you 
to disconnect your outside hoses and cover your 
faucets. I'm sure that is the last thing on your mind 
when you come to the beach and it is 75 degrees, but 
sometimes the weather or plans change rather quickly. 
So if you aren't a full time resident or if you are heading 
to warmer weather for the winter months this is a good 
time to winterize your home.

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DON’T FEED DEER 
» AND ELK

Well-intentioned people often feed deer, elk and other wildlife without realizing the problems feeding 
can create: 


= Artificial feeding concentrates wildlife, which leads to the easier spread of disease and parasites 
and easier take by predators. 

= Feeding deer and elk attracts their natural predators like cougars and coyotes to areas of 
human activity. 

= Once wildlife associate people with giving them food, they come to expect it. Feeding will invite 
more deer and elk to your property and encourage them to stay. 

= Artificial feeding can cause deer and elk to become habituated to humans and aggressive 
towards them. 

= Concentrating deer and elk in human-settled areas can lead to an increase in vehicle collisions 
and conflicts between wildlife and pets. 

= Concentrating deer and elk can hurt habitat by encouraging excessive grazing. 


Every year, ODFW also sees seemingly healthy deer and elk die because they have been fed the wrong 
food by well-intentioned people. Their diet requirements actually change with the seasons and are 
best met by native forage. Deliberately feeding deer or elk may inhibit digestion and lead to death by 
starvation or infection. 


ODFW does feed deer and elk at several wildlife areas during the winter, to keep them off adjacent 
agricultural lands where they damage crops. These feeding programs are long-term commitments that 
require significant financial and staffing resources. Feeding starts early in the season so deer and elk’s 
digestive systems do not have to quickly readjust to new food types, and continues every day, no matter 
what, until forage conditions improve. Feeding areas are located away from human-populated areas to 
decrease conflicts. ODFW also conducts disease testing at some feeding sites.

On May 2nd and June 27th an important issue was brought to the Board of Directors by Surf Pines... =~ 
residents who were concerned about the use of herbicides on public land. They had just become 

aware of the two year old plan and training related to using herbicides. As a result of the health and 
environmental concerns the committee raised, the original two-month herbicide moratorium on use in public 
spaces within Surf Pines, that began May 2, was extended to the date of the August 2015 Annual Meeting. We 
have put in place an Action Plan. During this coming year the Surf Pines Association Herbicide Action Plan will 
include research and information presented to you from experts in the field. We hope you will read and hear all 
the information from both sides of the debate. John Gates and the Roads and Grounds volunteers will 
implement a variety of test solutions. Experts from the local community and scientists from our local 
universities will provide advice and information for us. Susie Brown, a Sea Breeze resident who is a Master 
Gardener in two states, will seek out the scientific experts, and be assisted by anyone in the community who 
wants to be involved. She has already engaged Chip Bu bel, OSU Weed Management expert and he will 
come for an evening of lecture and discussion early in the fall to further inform us. Surf Pines is an Association 
for the members. We hope that you will participate in the research and discussion in the coming year as well 
as help us solve the physical aspects of the issue by working with John and the Roads and Ground Committee 
on Monday mornings beginning in the fall. 


The Emergency Preparedness Project will continue to host training and encouraging the hosting of small 
neighborhood gatherings in order to pool the resources and skills of the neighborhoods and all residents within 
Surf Pines. The Clatsop County emergency responders are working together to plan how to best deliver 
services to all residents should an emergency occur — a fire, a wind storm or an earthquake/tsunami. | hope to 
see each of you attending a presentation this year.
